a country , addressed Sorosis Mon­ 
day afternoon. Oct. 7 , at Heard 
Memorial Club House. He was Dr. 
Arturo Sanchez, ex iled Cuban dis­ 
trict attorney , who. with his fam­ 
ily left his country and all his 
possessions tn come tn Kansas 
City in an effort tn escape the 
Castrn rule. 
Speaking on the subject: "Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba.” Dr. Sanchez g av e the 
backg round of Fidel 
Castro, 
a 
lawy er, who had come in to pow­ 
er. When he was a univ ersity stu­ 
dent, Dr. Sanchez said, he had 
seen Castro. 
Nobody realized that he was a 
Communist and he made many 
promises and painted wonderful 
pictures of projects he intended to 
carry out. the speaker said. But 
when he came into power, the 
g ov ernment 
beg an 
taking 
ov er 
property illeg ally . He distributed i 
land to the peasants and 7 0 per 
rent of Cuban land went under 
g ov ernment control. 


After four y ears of retorm. how­ 
ev er. the peasants were not inter­ 
ested in crops because the g ov ­ 
ernment g ot the profit, and Cuba 
had the lowest crops in 20 y ears. 
At one time Cuba had six million 
head of cattle—today Cuba can­ 
not g et any kind of meat, he said. 


The first thing s the g ov ernment 
took ov er. Dr. Sanchez told the 
g roup, were some of the news­ 
papers. radio and telev ision sta­ 
tions. 
The g ov ernment g ot con­ 
trol of finance in 19 60. The sug ar 
industry was supposed to be in 
the hands of the people but the | 
militia g ot control and the g ov ­ 
ernment took ov er, as well as 
other industry .

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Unit- 
fcd Stales has raised a warning 
flag for any more Latin American 
military leaders contemplating a 
grab for power. 


It made an example Friday of 
• be Dominican Republic and Hon­ 
duras, whose governments were 
toppled in quick succession. 


Going further than merely sus­ 
pending aid and diplomatic rela­ 
tions, the United States ordered 
withdrawal of the U.S. economic 
and military aid missions from 
the two countries—making it that 
much more difficult for assistance 
to be resumed. 


We view the recent military 
eoups in the Dominican Republic 
and Honduras with the utmost 
gravity," Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said in a statement announc­ 
ing the action. 


Earlier in the day the State 
Department suspended diplomatic 
relations and deliveries of mili­ 
tary and economic aid to Hondur­ 
as. 


The rapid series of actions came 
within a day after the Honduran 
Army overthrew the government 
of President Ramon Villeda Mor­ 
ales and forced him into exile in 
Costra Rica. 
The Honduras coup came on the 
heels of a military clique's oust­ 
ing Juan Bosch from the presi­ 
dency of the Dominican Republic 
late last month. 
The State 
Department's 
an­ 
nouncements showed that admin­ 
istration officials have become 
alarmed that military leaders, en­ 
couraged by the coups in Hon­ 
duras and the Dominican Repub­ 
lic, might try to take over other 
I*atin American governments. 
In his statement Rusk said, 
“ The establishment of and main­ 
tenance of representative and con­ 
stitutional government is an essen­ 
tial element in the Alliance for 
Progress. 
“ Stable and effective govern 
ment responsive to the popular 
will is a critical factor in the at­ 
tainment of social and economic 
progress. 
“ Under existing conditions in 
the Dominican Republic and Hon­ 
duras there is no opportunity foi- 
effective collaboration by the Unit­ 
ed States under the Alliance for 
Progress or for normalization of 
diplomatic relations. 
“ Accordingly , we have stopped 
all military and economic aid to 
these countries and have com­ 
menced orderly reassignment of 
thp personnel involved.” 
However, high officials at the 
S t a t e 
Department 
cautioned 
against any blanket condemnation 
of military takeovers in Latin 
America. 
They 
stressed 
that 
military 
juntas, undesirable as they are. j 
rould still represent progress if 
they ousted an inefficient regime 
and did not try to hold power too 
long. 
It was pointed out that although 
the United States maintains that 
military seizures are no substi­ 
tute for constitutional procedures, 
the hard fact of life is that Wash­ 
ington has to work with forces 
that are in power. 
One object of the Alliance for 
Progress is to promote legitimacy 
and stability in the Western Hem­ 
isphere and to help develop re-1 
*pect for democracy. 
This is a slow process, inform­ 
ants conceded, because of the 
long tradition of coups in Latin 
America. 
The United States is said to 
hav p worked frantically behind t h e 
scenes to head off the Honduran 
eoup.

Burrows also received a last 
minute appeal for help from oust­ 
ed President Villeda Morales. The 
appeal was sped to Washington, 
officials said, but it was too late 
to do anything short of sending 
troops, which the United States 
was not inclined to do 
The overthrow in Honduras was 
the fourth military eoup in the 
Western Hemisphere since spring.

The Wichita Board of Education 
apparently is one of the few in 
the county to adopt a formal 
policy in light of the recent de­ 
cision by the United States Su­

and

reading in the public schools are 
unconstitutional. 
Lawrence Shepoiser, superinten- 


dent of schools, called it a neutral 
[*>licy. The statement itself says: 
the board supports “ the doctrine 
i of separation of church and state:

“ Neutrality,” 
Shepoiser

| the public meeting, “ is the wall 
of separation between church and 


state. 
It does not relieve the 
school of a responsibility of teach- j 
¡ing ethics and moral values.” 


He said this must he done with­ 
out teaching doctrine. 
Members of the hoard noted 
they took into consideration sev­ 
eral other Supreme Court deci­ 
sions in addition to the Maryland 
case 
about prescribed 
prayers 
and scripture readings. 
With two of its 12 members 
absent, it rejected a final para­ 
graph which said it is not the 
board’s intent to set requirements 
on the religious content of pro- 


grams of voluntary groups author­ 
ized to meet on school property. 
They agreed questions arising in 
this field can he dealt with as 
they come up.

J FK Rev eals 
Ano ther To ur 
Is Scheduled 


WASHINGTON (AP> - On the 
heels of his return from a one- 
day v isit to Arkansas, President 
Kennedy has announced he will 
v isit four other states this fall, 
including two key Southern battle­ 
grounds—Texas and Florida. 
Texas in particular figures to 
play an important part in next 
year’s presidential election, es­ 
pecially if Sen. Barry Goldwater 
of Arizona is the Republican nom­ 
inee. 
Strong Goldwater sentiment in 
Texas was admitted Friday by 
Texas Gov . John Connally, after 
a v isit with Kennedy at the White 
House. But he said the President 
still holds a substantial margin 
in Texas. 
Connally, a close political asso­ 
ciate of Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, was asked about reports 
of Goldwater strength in the Lone 
Star State, which Kennedy carried 
by only 45,767 v otesof the more 
than 2.3 million cast in the 1960 
election. 
“ I would say ev erything is rela­ 
tiv e.” 
Connally 
told 
newsmen. 
‘ Goldwater 
h a s 
considerable 
strength in Texas. But ev ery in­ 
dication 
from 
my trav els 
and 
from public opinion polls shows 
Kennedy leading by substantial 
m argins.” 
The Texas gov ernor cited one 
poll that showed Kennedy running 
8 per cent ahead of Goldwater. 
Assuming a v ote of 3 million, Con­ 
nally said this would mean a Ken­ 
nedy majority of 240.000 —• more 
than fiv e times his 1960 margin. 
Texas’ electoral v ote total of 25 
is the sixth highest in the nation 
and the largest number among the 
11 Southern states. 
Kennedy’s v isit to Texas Nov . 
21 and 22. an admittedly political 
v enture, is set for three days 
after two scheduled appearances 
for the Chief Executiv e appear­ 
ances in Florida. 
In the afternoon of Nov . 18 , he 
is to address the State Chamber 
of Commerce at Tampa and in 
the ev ening he speaks to the In- 
terAmerican Press Association at 
Miami. 
The Florida trip is labeled non­ 
political. But it will giv e Kennedy 
exposure in a state that he lost 
by 46,776 v otes in 1960 to former 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon. 
Florida’s 
14 
electoral 
v otes 
next year put it second to Texas 
among Southern states. 
Kennedy carried six Southern 
states in 1960. He lost Florida, 
Virginia and Tennessee to the Re­ 
publicans, and lost Mississippi to 
a slate of unpledged states rights 
electors. He split Alabama's v otes 
with unpledged electors. 
The increased prominence of the 
racial issue, coupled with Ken­ 
nedy’s strong adv ocacy of civ il 
rights 
legislation, 
has 
raised 
doubts whether he will do that 
well in the South again next year. 
In Arkansas Thursday, Kennedy 
stayed away from the racial q ues­ 
tion except for a plea for eq ual 
rights in a speech to an inte­ 
grated audience at Little Rock. 
Arkansas Gov . Orv al Faubus, who 
has indicated lately he is luke­ 
warm to Kennedy’s probate 1964 
candidacy, took a slap at the 
President's civ il rights policies in 
introducing him at a dam dedica­ 
tion. 
In Texas and Florida, the civ il 
rights issue is not regarded as 
strong politically as in such states 
as Alabama and Mississippi. In 
fact. Gov . Connally told Kennedy 
he ’’did not think civ il rights 
would be a controlling factor in 
Texas next year.” 
Kennedy’s other trips announced 
Friday include two v isits to his 
home state of Massachusetts and 
one to New York. 
On Oct. 
19 the President is 
scheduled to speak at a Demo­ 
cratic fund-raising dinner in Bos­ 
ton. On Oct. 26 he will receiv e an 
honorary degree and participate 
in ceremonies for a Robert FYost 
memorial library at Amherst Col­ 
lege in Amherst, Mass. 
Kennedy's other scheduled trip 
is a Nov . 8 v isit to New York City 
where he will be honored at a tes­ 
timonial dinner by the city’s Prot­ 
estant Council.

WASHINGTON (A P )-T he FBI 
has launched an investigation into 
the business affairs of Robert G. 
Baker, 36. who resigned his $19,- 
600 a year post as secretary to 
the Democratic majority in the 
Senate. 
A Justice Department source 
disclosed the investigation shortly 
before Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield announced Bak­ 
er's resignation. 
The inq uiry apparently began 
with allegations in a $300,000 civil 
damage suit that Baker used his 
office to help win contracts with 
a 
government 
defense 
subcon­ 
tractor for an automatic vending 
machine company with which he 
had financial dealings. 
Baker was to have met with 
Senate leaders of both 
parties 
Monday afternoon but turned in 
his resignation before the meet­ 
ing. 
A former Senate page who came 
here from Pickens, S.C., Baker 
was named secretary of the m a­ 
jority eight years ago when Vice 
President Lyndon B. Johnson was 
Senate majority leader. He reput­ 
edly was a Johnson protege. 
Baker’s wife is also on the gov­ 
ernment payroll, serving as rec­ 
ords manager for the Senate In­ 
ternal Security subcommittee at 
$11,8 00 a year. 
Mansfield said in a statem ent 
that Baker had “discharged his 
responsibility to the majority with 
great intelligence and understand­ 
ing” and that “his great ability 
and his dedication to the major­ 
ity and to the Senate will be 
missed.” 
“Developments during the past 
few weeks, however, have made 
it apparent to him that it would be 
best if he withdrew from office.” 
Mansfield added 
“ He has acted, as was to be 
expected of those who know him, 
in what be believes are the high­ 


e s t interests of the Senate and 
I the majority. I deeply regret the 
necessity for his resignation and 
the necessity for its acceptance.” 
Mansfield declined to go beyond 
his statem ent except to say “ it’s 
i been a most difficult situation.” 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from Baker.

JFK Hesita tio n Aids La tin Dicta to rs 


By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON — Two inside administration 
debates are now taking place which pu nctu ate 
Eleanor Roosev elt’s one-time statem ent: “ I 
wish Mr. Kennedy had less profile and more 
cou rage." 


Mrs. Roosev elt’s rem ark referred to JFK ’s 
book "Profiles in Cou rage’’ and his failu re to 
speak ou t on Joe McCarthy , bu t it is echoed 
by some of his own friends today regarding 
two im portant decisions today : 
1. Cou rageou s action to prev ent the march 
of Latin American dictators. 
2. The sale of wheat to Commu nist nations. 
In regard to both the President has hesi­ 
tated, delay ed and looked so mu ch to Congress 
for leadership that the Sov iet is already pick­ 
ing u p flou r elsewhere w'hile the m arch of dic­ 
tators has pretty well nu llified Kennedy ’s own 
mu ch-pu blicized Alliance for Progress. 
Here is the inside story of what has hap­ 
pened: 
The march of dictators probably dates back 
to Kennedy ’s ex tension of a $100,000.000 credit 
to the Argentine military after they had kicked 
ou t the civ ilian president. The U.S. am bassa­ 
dor had warned that the credit wou ld be with­ 
drawn if civ ilian ru le was toppled, bu t Ken­ 
nedy went ahead with the credit any way . 
If this did not start the m arch of dictators, 
certainly JFK ’s sly wink at the Peru v ian mili­ 
tary a short time later did. For after U.S. 
Ambassador Jam es Loeb had argu ed himself 
blu e in the face warning the Peru v ian military 
they mu st respect the Peru v ian elections, and 
after the military had battered down Presi­ 
dent Prado’s gates with Sherman tanks any ­ 
way , Kennedy proceeded to cu t the grou nd 
right ou t from u nder his ambassador. 
He remov ed Loeb becau se the Peru v ian 
military didn’t like him, and kept him dan­ 
gling withou t a job for one y ear. 
Two Foreign Policies 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Ru sk and As­ 
sistant Secretary Ed Martin had adv ised no 
recognition of the new Peru v ian regime. While 
they were adv ising this policy , howev er, the 
wise Peru v ian ambassador in Washington, 
Fernando Berckemey er, adv ised his gov ern­ 
ment to the contrary . He got his information 
from JFK ’s close friend Charley Bartlett. 
What this meant was that there are two 
sets of foreign policy in the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. 
There is that recommended by the 
State Department, and that pu t into effect 
regardless of the State Department, by Cen­ 
tral Intelligence and the U.S. military . 
Up u ntil last week, when the President re­ 
called CIA chief John R. Richardson from 
Saigon becau se he had been u ndercu tting Am­ 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge; and when he

instru cted Major Gen. Theodore Bogart to 
back u p the American ambassador, Charles 
R. Bu rrow's, in Hondu ras, JFK appeared to be 
listening more to the m ilitary and the CIA 
than to his diplomats. 
As a resu lt, what the U.S. ambassador say s 
has meant almost nothing and the m arch of 
dictators has continu ed. 
President Eisenhower, u su ally considered a 
cau tiou s ex ecu tiv e, did not hesitate to land 
6.000 Marines and order the entire Six th 
Fleet to Lebanon to keep a civ ilian president 
of Lebanon in power. Bu t JFK has done noth­ 
ing in waters mu ch closer to home and more 
v ital to the United States, the Caribbean, ev en 
when officially requ ested to interv ene by the 
gov ernment of the Dominican Repu blic. 
Vacillation on Wheat 
Regarding the sale of wheat to Commu nist- 
bloc cou ntries, the President also had definite 
adv ice from the State Department. Secretary 
Ru sk and his East Eu ropean ex perts all ad­ 
v ised that the sale of wheat and flou r to 
Czechoslov akia, Bu lgaria and Hu ngary —which 
officially ordered $60,000,000 worth: and to the 
Sov iet which indicated it wanted $200.000,000 
worth, shou ld be OK’d. • 
It wou ld help the drain on the dollar and 
start profitable trade with these cou ntries, the 
State Department recommended. 
This was seconded by three cabinet officers 
chiefly concerned. Secretary of Agricu ltu re 
Orv ille Freem an, Secretary of Commerce Lu ­ 
ther Hodges and Secretary of the Treasu ry 
Dou glas Dillon. 
Only one cabinet member was dou btfu l— 
Secretary of HEW Anthony Celebrezze, who 
warned that big city popu lations wou ld be 
opposed. He had in mind Hu ngarians, Polish- 
Americans and Italo-Americans. 
Celebrezze 
was one-time may or of Clev eland, biggest 
Hu ngarian city in the United States. 
This gav e JFK, who alway s worries abou t 
v otes, some pau se. He also worries abou t Re­ 
pu blican leaders in Congress. So he instru cted 
his cabinet members to hold a series of hear­ 
ings with Congress to try to win its approv al. 
This was done. Congress did not oppose; how- 
ev er, GOP leaders indicated they wou ld not 
pass a resolu tion of approv al. 
They were 
neu tral. 
So JFK continu ed to hesitate. If Harry Tru ­ 
man had waited for Congress to OK his aid 
to Greece and Tu rkey before going ahead 
with it, those two cou ntries wou ld be Com­ 
mu nist today . 
Meanwhile, Ru ssian bu y ers hav e been bu sy 
picking u p odd lots of wheat all ov er the 
world and bu y ing American flou r, milled by 
Eu ropean middlemen. This delay means that 
the original ex pected pu rchase of American 
wheat will probably be cu t in half.

Of these, 85 per cent 
passed the cou rses and went on 
to serv e as soldiers.

Where Lea st Ex p ected

Like a stroke of lightning, an 
apoplectic 
stroke 
may 
strike 
where it is least ex pected. 
Al­ 
thou gh it is more likely to occu r 
in persons who are past 7 0, some 
50,000 in the age grou p 25 to 65 
hav e sev ere strokes in this cou n­ 
try ev ery y ear. 
Age, therefore, is not the pri­ 
m ary cau se. Any thing that su d­ 
denly cu ts off the circu lation to a 
part of the brain will cau se a 
stroke and as a resu lt the v ictim 
may be paraly zed, speechless or 
mentally confu sed depending on 
what part of the brain is inv olv ed. 
Thu s, 
if high blood pressu re 
cau ses one of the small arteries 
in the brain to ru ptu re, the re­ 
su lting 
hemorrhage may 
cau se 
enou gh pressu re on some area of 
the brain to obstru ct the circu la­ 
tion. 
Another cau se is the breaking 
loose of a clot within a large v es­ 
sel or from the walls of the heart 
itself and the lodging of the clot 
in one of the v essels of the brain 
that is too small to allow it to 
pass. 
A more gradu al process is the 
deposition of calciu m or fat in the 
walls of the biain’s arteries. When 
this 
arterial 
hardening reaches 
the point of obstru cting the ar­ 
tery . a stroke occu rs. 
Until recent y ears the v ictim 
of a stroke was considered to be 
a hopeless case and was allowed 
to merely v egetate u ntil he died.

Hav e her arou nd when y ou en­ 
tertain, instead of letting her go 
off to the mov ies, when y ou are 
hav ing y ou r friends in. Giv e her 
a job to do, so that she can for­ 
get her self-consciou sness in help­ 
ing y ou take care of gu ests. 


Bu t most important of all, de­ 
mand that she treat the members 
of her own family w« th cou rtesy . 
No girl whose m anners are dis­ 
agreeable 
at home Is going to 
know how to act when she is away 
from home. 


And whenev er y ou su spect that 
she is ru de becau se she feels ill- 
at-ease or awkward is a particu lar 
situ ation make a note to tell her 
how to meet the same situ ation 
nex t time. 
Abov e all, don’t dismiss her lack 
of manners as ju st a phase she is 
going throu gh. Good manners are 
important at ev ery age — and the 
ru de teen-ager su ffers ju st 
as 
mu ch from a lack of social grace 
as does an adu lt.

A person who has a little stroke 
doesn’t hav e paraly sis, bu t in­ 
stead 
may 
u ndergo 
a 
slight 
change in personality observ able 
only to persons who are close to 
him. If, for ex ample, he had al­ 
way s been a fastidiou s dresser he 
may su ddenly become u ntidy in 
his appearance. 


The trick is to recognize the 
candidate for a stroke before the 
stroke occu rs. This can now be 
clone by means of a dy e that can 
be introdu ced into the brain’s cir­ 
cu lation in the X-ray room so that 
the pattern of the cerebral ar­ 
teries can be cau ght on an X-ray 
film. The dy e is harmless and is 
being u sed on an ev er widening 
scale to detect potentially weak 
spots in time to apply prev entiv e 
measu res. 


Another grou p of stroke v ictims 
ex amined at au topsy showed no 
brain hemorrhage or occlu ded ar­ 
teries. This led to the discov ery 
that a stroke might resu lt if the 
occlu sion occu rred in the arteries 


of the neck before they reached 
the brain. Abou t 3 per cent of 
stroke v ictims fall in this cate­ 


gory - 


This discov ery is important be­ 
cau se it is so mu ch easier to re­ 
pair blood v essels in the neck 
than in the brain. This means not 
only that mu ch can be done for 
this large grou p of v ictims bu t 
that it can be done by doctors 
who are not brain su rgeons, the 
latter being still relativ ely rare.

The tou rs are pro­ 
v ided to an ideal commu nity call­ 
ed Gladsax e in which families of 
low income and moderate means 
liv e in garden apartm ents and 
small cottages. Su permarkets and 
other shopping facilities are near 
and well stocked. 


Becau se 28 percent of the moth­ 
ers work in Copenhagen, children 
are kept in kindergarten from the 
ages of three weeks to sev en 
y ears. The kindergarten is open 
from six in the morning u ntil 5:00 
in the afternoon. Mothers may 
leav e their children at any time 
and pick them u p when they wish. 
They pay a v ery small fee and 
they know their children are fed, 
napped and entertained. 
T h e y 
hav e no formal training bu t ac­ 
qu ire the kind of knowledge and 
information 
that 
c h i l d r e n 
get throu gh association and dis­ 
cipline. 


Danish children do not begin 
regu lar school u ntil they are sev ­ 
en y ears old. They are requ ired 
to attend u ntil they are fou rteen 
and they go to school six day s a 
week from eight A.M. u ntil two 
P.M. They hav e six weeks su m­ 
mer v acation bu t sev eral holiday s 
du ring the y ear. 


At fou rteen they are permitted 
to choose between a practical 
cou rse and an academic one. The 
practical cou rse prepares them 
for skills in indu stry , trade, sec­ 
retarial and other jobs which help 
them earn a liv ing. They may at 
any time switch to the academic 
cou rse by passing ex aminations. 
At 19 the stu dents in an academic 
cou rse mu st take an ex amination 
if they wish to enter the u niv er­ 
sity . When they finish the u niv er­ 
sity they receiv e a M aster’ De­ 
gree. 


Those who wish to stu dy medi­ 
cine, law or other professions may 
apply for scholarships, bu t mu st 
pay for all their materials, labora­ 
tory equ ipment and other su pplies. 
The Danes say that all their edu ­ 
cation is free, bu t there are many 
additional ex penses on the higher 
edu cational lev el. 


Medical care is cheap in Den­ 
m ark. Any one can go to the State 
Hospital, rich or poor, and re­ 
ceiv e good medical care for abou t 
$1.50 per day . 
The aged liv e in nu rsing homes 
where the ill and infirm are cared 
for, bu t those who are able and 
wish to can work at their hobbies 
and associate with their friends. 
For old cou ples who wish to re­ 
main in their homes and can af­ 
ford to do so, a hou sekeeping 
serv ice is prov ided if they are not 
able to do their own work. At 
present, howev er, the State is ru n­ 
ning ou t of hou sekeepers. 
The tou r gu ide takes great pride 
in pointing ou t the chu rches in 
Denmark. The Ev angelical Lu th­ 
eran is the state chu rch, bu t the 
Danes, like other Scandinav ians, 
do not go to chu rch ex cept at 
Christmas, Easter, weddings bap­ 
tism and fu nerals. Children are 
tau ght the catechism and are con­ 
firmed when abou t 12 or 14, bu t 
the chu rches are only attended by 
older people — mostly women. 
The Danes say that does not mean 
"we are not good people,"

The first chunk o f an expected 
$764,000 in federal funds to aid 
Sedalia in impro ving its sewer 
dispo sal facilities wo uld pro bably 
be available during the next fis­ 
cal y ear, starting July 1, if vo ters 
appro ve the $3-millio n bo nd issue 
No v. 12. 
Pro cedures to fo llo w in o btain­ 
ing federal aid have been o ut­ 
lined by C. A. Neumay er, Burns 
& 
McDo nnell 
Engineering Co ., 
and Paul Decker o f the Misso uri 
Water Po llutio n Bo ard. 
Decker po ints o ut that the city 


must first have a successful bo nd 
electio n; 
must 
have 
necessary 
land; easements; rights o f way 
and the detailed plan and specifi­ 
catio ns befo re a request is fo r­ 
warded to the Water Po llutio n 
Bo ard. The plans, Decker say s, 
are no rmally drawn up by the 
co nsulting engineers. 
With filing o f the applicatio n fo r 
federal aid, the bo ard m eets and 
reviews all applicatio ns o n hand 
and awards prio rities based o n 
dates, plans and specificatio ns as 
received. 
“ Based upo n need and these 
items (the preceding), the bo ard 
assigns a prio rity number and 
they 
certify 
it 
to 
the 
Public 
Health Service, if funds are avail­ 
able,” Decker no tes. “And when 
we do that, the Public Health 
Service makes an o ffer to the 
city . They call this a grant o ffer. 
They will state to the city that 
an o ffer in the amo unt o f, in this 
case $764,000, is being made fo r 
the co nstructio n o f certain sew­ 
age impro vements and the city 
has ten day s in which to accept 


o r reject this o ffer.” 
“ The bo ard,” Decker say s, “has 
ado pted this pro cedure in deter­ 
mining prio rities in o rder that all 
cities that have applied fo r this 
mo ney can be treated equally and 
fairly and that we can use the 
maximum 
amo unt 
o f 
mo ney 
granted to us each y ear.” 
He 
no tes that Misso uri gets in the 
neighbo rho o d o f $1,800,000 each 
y ear in grants to cities fo r im­ 
pro vements. 
Decker also po ints o ut that un­ 
less Misso uri uses all the mo ney 
it is granted during a fiscal y ear, 
“ We lo se it, and it go es to an­ 
o ther state. So be assured that 
the to tal grant . . . is spent.” 
Decker co ntends that the acute 
crisis here wo uld place Sedalia 
“ o n to p o f the list” fo r federal 
aid.

Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
B. Kenned v Opens Attack o n Gamblers 


(Editor s Note: Drew Pearson’s asso­ 
ciate. Jack Anderson, today writes the 
Washington Merry -Go-Rou nd.) 
By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — A 47 -man federal task 
force, u sing ev ery trick in the enforcement 
trade, began a crackdown this week on gam­ 
bling in the nation’s capital. 
It has receiv ed written instru ctions to u til­ 
ize the latest eav esdropping equ ipment, to 
cu ltiv ate prostitu tes and narcotic addicts as 
informants, to seek ou t people with gru dges 
against known gamblers, to u se tax pressu re 
and sex misbehav ior to force relu ctant wit­ 
nesses to talk. 
Plainly , Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
wants the task force to giv e no qu arter in 
(he battle to break the gambling sy ndicate. 
Kennedy ’s plans are known, howev er, to the 
lop gamblers who managed to filch the confi­ 
dential instru ctions from his files. 
Resu lt: 
They hastily shu t down gambling operations 
and lit ou t for the fleshpots of Miami Beach. 
Hot Springs, and Las Vegas. 
Task Force A-20-631. as the special anti- 
pambling squ ad is known, consists of 25 FBI 
agents and 22 Treasu ry men u nder the direct 
control of the attorney general. 
They hav en't been deterred by the scatter­ 
ing of their qu arry , who left plenty of tracks 
behind. For that matter, federal agents can 
stalk the gamblers wherev er they light. 
The task force's no-holds*barred instru c- 
tioss direct: 
Pro stitutes Can Help 
“Max imu m u se of informants will he made 
by the task force. This will inclu de all known 
indiv idu als who hav e in the past v olu nteered 
data on v ariou s ty pes of v ice operations. In 
this connection, prostitu tes, and known nar­ 
cotic addicts are v u lnerable to proposals from 
gov ernment inv estigators. 
“ Immu nity from criminal prosecu tion can 
he a su itable reward for some indiv idu als, 
who can be implicated by task force inv esti­ 
gations. 
Dissatisfied petty gamblers and-or 
gambling clients shou ld he ex ploited to giv e 
information. 
“Monetary rewards can also be held ou t as 
an indu cement for informers, bu t it is recom­ 
mended that any pu blic knowledge of this 
au thorization be restricted.” 
The instru ction sheet also su ggests baldly : 
“ It shou ld first be determined if the proposed 
informant may be comprised throu gh psy ­ 
chological makeu p, sex activ ities, a promise 
of no action against his friends, and speedy 
ju stice to those who he may believ e are cor­ 
ru pting the gambling circles. A more gentle 
approach can he made to legitimate indiv id­ 
u als. 
“Net worth of persons u nder inv estigation 
will be rechecked and reappraised in conju nc­ 
tion with data obtained throu gh su rv eillance 
and informants. It is conceiv able that pres­ 
su re of this natu re may he brou ght to bear 
against lesser figu res in order to facilitate 
the obtaining of information relating to major 
operations.” 
Phone Company Cooperates 
The agents will keep a check on su spects’ 
phone calls throu gh the Chesapeake and Poto­ 
mac Telephone Co. which has “promised com­ 
plete cooperation in the task force inv esti­ 
gativ e assignments. 


“This will inclu de the listing of any su s­ 
pected mu ltiple telephone installations and re­ 
ports of long distance calls to ou t of town 
locations and su spected gambling figu res.” 
Undefined “technical assistance” and “op­ 
erational material” hav e been promised the 
task force with the cau tion: “This equ ipment 
will be confined to the obtaining of inv esti­ 
gativ e leads and will not be employ ed in 
actu al arrests or he a part of any ju dicial 
presentation.” 
Howev er, other “rev olu tionary dev ices” are 
av ailable “which will greatly assist and ac­ 
celerate 
the 
su rv eillance techniqu es” 
and 
which “can be brou ght into ju dicial proceed­ 
ing as legitimate ev idence.” 
“This equ ipment is av ailable and will be 
activ ely employ ed,” directs the instru ction 
sheet. 
“ In the past months,” it adds, “a general 
harassment policy has been employ ed against 
known gambling figu res, bu t it has been de­ 
termined that these procedu res shou ld now he 
cu rtailed and fu tu re observ ations will he on 
a clandestine basis.” 
Don’t Tru st Police 
“ Limited liaison” will be maintained with 
the local police, according to the confidential 
instru ctions, hu t “ it shou ld be stressed that 
certain police officials may , themselv es, be 
the su bject of inqu iries relating to gambling 
and tax v iolations. 
“At the present time, more specific data is 
being amassed relating to recent activ ity of 
area police, v ice and morals div ision . . . a 
more thorou gh check will be made of tax re­ 
tu rns, net worth, etc., of those police, civ il, 
and priv ate officials su spected of cooperativ e 
attitu des toward v ice operations.” 
There is no dou bt abou t it. Attorney General 
Kennedy means bu siness. 
Inside Crime Story 
The inside story can now be told of how 
the late Senator Estes Kefau v er happened to 
lau nch the first big inv estigation of organized 
crime 12 y ears ago. 
It began with a phone call from u nderworld 
tipster Jack Ragen to Drew Pearson, telling 
abou t the rackets in Chicago. Drew took the 
information to then-Attorney General Tom 
Clark, who sent 12 FBI agents to Chicago to 
inv estigate. 
Thou gh he was promised protection. Ragen 
phoned Drew to complain that his federal 
body gu ards had been withdrawn. He finally 
hired his own body gu ards, bu t they were u n­ 
able to sav e him. 
While his car was stopped at a red light, 
gu nmen hiding behind a banana tru ck pu mped 
him fu ll of bu llets. Somehow he su rv iv ed for 
sev eral day s u ntil u nderworld v engeance ac­ 
tu ally reached into the hospital and slipped 
him a poisonou s mercu ry capsu le. 
Angered, Drew began writing a series of 
ex poses on the u nderworld. 
Among other 
things, he learned that Vito Genov ese’s prede­ 
cessor as top dog in the Mafia, Frankie Cos­ 
tello, had lied in his citizenship application. 
Drew took this information to Kefau v er, 
who was already interested in inv estigating 
gangland - political connections. 
When then 
Senate Leader Scott Lu cas (D., 111.) tried to 
block Kefau v er’s inv estigation, Drew spoke to 
Lu cas and persu aded him to giv t his ap­ 
prov al.

The Wo rld To d a y 
To Co nsider Value o f Crime Pro be

WASHINGTON 
<AP) — Now 
that the Senate spectacu lar star­ 
ring Joseph Valachi is at inter­ 
mission, it might be a good time 
to consider whether it’s worth all 
the hu llabaloo. 
The only legitimate pu rpose of 
a congressional inv estigation is to 
help establish whether Congress 
ou ght to pass new laws. 
Congress' real job, of cou rse, is 
passing laws. 
On the su rface, it wou ld appear 
ex tremely dou btfu l that a gang­ 
ster, dope peddler and conv icted 
mu rderer cou ld be of mu ch help 
to Congress in the performance 
ol its du ty . 
Who cou ld believ e su ch a char­ 
acter in the first place? 
And, Washington being a su s­ 
piciou s town, these other qu es­ 
tions arise: 
How is it that the Senate cannot 
get arou nd to v oting on tax cu ts, 
civ il rights legislation and approp­ 
riations, y et has time for this 
show? 
Cou ld it be that the senatorial 
inv estigators are primarily inter­ 
ested in a golden opportu nity to 
parade in print and on telev ision? 
There is no qu estion abou t the 
show being a hit. It s a smasheroo 
on telev ision. 
Chairman John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark., of the Senate Inv estigat­ 
ing su bcommittee, annou nced at 
the ou tset that the real pu rpose 
was to see whether present laws 
are adequ ate to deal with crime 
sy ndicates. 
He now reports the possibility of 
positiv e good coming ou t of the 
hearings. 
Atty . Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
thinks them worthwhile too. 
It may be recalled, incidentally , 
that both Kennedy and his broth­ 
er. then senator now President, 
were rackets probers along with 
McClellan in their climbs to fame. 
Atty . 
Gen. 
Kennedy 
testified 
early in the Valachi hearings. He 
said he’d like a new law granting 
the Ju stice Department more au ­ 
thority to u se wiretap ev idence 
against gangsters. 
He also asked for a law to com­ 
pel less cu lpable bu t balky wit­ 
nesses to testify against u nder­ 
world big shots in conspiracy 


cases by granting them immu nity 
from prosecu tion. 
Valachi, already u nder life sen­ 
tence, 
has 
been 
any thing 
hu t 
balky . He has talked his head off. 
Indeed. McClellan points ou t that 
for the first time here’s a wit­ 
ness reporting freely on the inside 
operations of a powerfu l crime 
sy ndicate. 
The chairman say s he thinks 
Valachi’s story is important, ev en 
if “not especially new.” 
“ It giv es great credence,” Mc­ 
Clellan said, “to the proposition 
that su ch an organization (as La 
Cosa Nostra1 ex ists, and that it 
constitu tes a menace as a ‘gov ­ 


ernment’ which regards itself as 
bey ond the law.” 
In New York City , the su p­ 
posed base of the sy ndicate, po­ 
lice say that in the past y ear they 
already hav e gone ov er ev ery ­ 
thing Valachi has said, and that 
the mu rderers he names are dead, 
or if they are aliv e, there is no 
corroboration of the testimony . 
It wou ld seem u nfair at this 
stage to dismiss the hearing as a 
spectacle, an ex ercise in fu tility . 
Pu blic awareness of a bad crime 
situ ation cou ld lead to remedies. 
Still, the chief benefits so far 
may hav e gone to the pu blicized 
and telev ised senators.

Med icine Ha s Red uced 
Imp a ct of Sca rlet Fever

Q — How is scarlet fev er trans­ 
mitted ? Can it be carried on post­ 
cards. letters, or by an adu lt who 
had the disease as a child? 
A—Scarlet fev ^r and the re­ 
lated diseases, septic sore throat 
and ery sipelas, may be trans­ 
mitted by direct contact with a 
person who has the disease or 
by a healthy person who harbors 
the hemoly tic ty pe of streptococ­ 
cu s in his nasal passages. 
It is u nlikely that transmission 
wou ld occu r throu gh handling a 
postcard or letter, and it wou ld 
not be transmitted by an adu lt 
who had had the disease u nless he 
was a carrier. 
The disease is not as sev ere 
at it was many y ears ago. Pen­ 
icillin has done mu ch to limit 
the du ration of the illness, pre­ 
v ent the dev elopment of the car­ 
rier state and control the spread 
of the disease. Isolation of pa­ 
tients, formerly requ ired for fou r 
weeks, is now requ ired for only 
one week. The disinfection of bed­ 
ding is readily accomplished by 
thorou gh cleaning and su nning. 
All in all, the disease is no long­ 
er a seriou s cau se of death.
